NEWARKS HEALTH -- 1952 


THE CITY OF NEWARK ENJOYED ANOTHER YEAR OF GOOD HEALTH DURING 1952, WITH EX- 
CELLENT HEALTH RATES AND FREEDOM FROM PREVALENCE OF ANY MAJOR CONTAGIOUS DISEASES, AL- 
THOUGH WE ARE PROUD OF OUR HEALTH PROGRAM AND ITS RESULTS, CONSIDERABLE CREDIT 15 DUE 
THE COOPERATION OF THE GENERAL PUBLIC AND THE MEDICAL PROFESSION AS WELL AS MANY PRIVATE 
AGENCIES WORKING WITH US. 


THERE WERE 5,411 TOTAL DEATHS FROM ALL CAUSES (INCLUDING 964 NON=RESI DENT 
DEATHS MOSTLY IN NEWARK HOSPITALS) BASED ON AN ESTIMATED POPULATION OF 440,000, Інеі- 
DENTALLY THE 1950 CENSUS CONFIRMED OUR ESTIMATE AS THE FIGURE WAS 438,776 IN THAT YEAR. 
бия NEGRO ESTIMATE, HOWEVER, WAS VERY LOW AS THE CENSUS SHOWED 75,626 OR 17% ОҒ TI 
TOTAL. THIS GIVES А CRUDE MORTALITY RATE OF 12.1 PER THOUSAND, A SLIGHT INCREASE OVER 
THE ELEVEN-YEAR NORMAL OF 11.6. THE INCREASE WAS LARGELY DEGENERATIVE DISEASES MOSTLY 
IN THE OLDER AGE BRACKETS. FOR EXAMPLE, ORGANIC HEART DEATHS INCREASED 52 AND APOPLEXY 
INCREASED 95 DEATHS. THERE WERE ALSO 29 HEAT PROSTRATION DEATHS, A VERY RARE CAUSE IN 
THIS CITY, AND DUE TO THE HOT, HUMID SUMMER, PRACTICALLY ALL OF THOSE DEATHS WERE IN 
OLOER INDIVIDUALS. 


THERE WERE 13,968 BIRTHS OR A RATE OF 31.7 PER THOUSAND, OR APPROXIMATELY THE

TUBERCULOSIS MORTAL ITY THIS 15 THE FOURTH CONSECUTIVE YEAR IN WHICH TUBERCULOSIS. 
Lowest Ever MORTALITY HAS ESTABLISHED A NEW RECORD LOW RATE. THERE 
WERE 152 SUCH DEATHS (LOWEST EVER) OR A RATE OF 34,5 PER 

HUNDRED THOUSAND, WHICH 18 38% LOWER THAN EVEN THE RECORD LOW OF ONLY FOUR YEARS AGO. 


IN CONSIDERING THE HEALTH OF A COMMUNITY, TUBERCULOSIS MORTALITY 18 ONE OF

PAST FIVE YEARS.

FOR INSTANCE, 1034 OF THE HEART DEATHS, OR 60, WERE OVER 65 YEARS OF AGE, HYSTERIA AND 

WORRY, NATURALLY, CONTRIBUTE AS THIS CAUSE REACHED ITS PEAK WITH 663 IN 1918 AND THEN
